Special Contract customer. Micron is Idaho Power's single largest customer. Micron also

participated in the Idaho Power Integrated Resource Plan Advisory Council. Idaho Power's 2019

Integrated Resource Plan filing is intended to identify a preferred resource portfolio that will enable

Idaho Power to reliably serve its customers over the Z}-year planning period.
